GERMANY CAUTIONED.
Stop Submarinc Aftacks Pending U.
S. Arnswer.

Germany Is expected to answer the
Lusitania note before the end of the
week. Ambassador Gerard cabled the
state department Lhat“he had read
the docament to Flevr ven Jagow, the
minister, and that an early
reply would be fortheoming.

The ambassador was given no inti-
mation of the feeling of the German
government. Ile wus assured merely
that the subjeet would require con-
sideration Dby high officinls, and that
a reply would be r.oady soon.

GET MAIL DELIVERY

Reral Route Changes Will
Greatly Extend the Service.

close.

Washinzton.—Mail facilities will be
extended te 1,000,000 rural patrons be-
fore July 1, 1915, without increasing
the present cost of service, according
to a statement by Postmaster Geiernl
Burleson. This, It Is explained, will be
done by readjusting present rural
routes so as to eliminate duplications
and unnecessary service and by means
of the motor vehicle service anthorized
by congress,

Changes were authorized which.
without curtailment of service, have
reduced operating expenses $177.0-44
This sum has Leen utillzed to estab-
lish 263 new routes serving 31,041 ad-
ditional fumilies, or approximately
155,205 ndditional persons. Extensions
of existing service were put Intu effect
involving 104 additionnl milex of travel
{ by rural carriers. These extensions
serve 1.202 additional families and ap-
proximately 6,010 additlonal persons.

In explanation of his plans Mr. Burle-
SON SAYS:

“The purpose is to enable the post-
office department to meet just demands
for mal! service which thus far the
department has been unable to pro
vide. This can be done only by care-
ful and palnstaking readjustment of
existing service. Thorough survey and
study of existing conditions therefore
have been made.

“In some localities it has been found
there are unnecessary and unjustifiable
duplications and retracings of travel
by rural carriers. In other cases it
appears that unusual privileges involy-
ing unnetessary service have been al-
lowed. It I8 quite feasible to rectify
these Inequalities, and this i3 being
done.

“Later we expect by utilizing mod-
ern motar vehieles on i*ummml hizh
extend many existinr rovres
at ne aduitional cost ur svr\'il-e. As
one of the results from this Iatter step
the delivery zone from Important
postal centers will be doubled. Thus
families In the area immedIiately tribu-
tary to these centers will be enabled
to take full advantage of the parcel
post us a means of transportation of
farm products.

“Rural service will be ertended to
every farmer reasonably entitled to it
as rapidly as the new adjustments can
be made.”
